CRISIS IN SAMOA. 


IClie United Slates Authorities May Be 


Called to Settle the TrouBlc. 


WASHINQTOS, June 10.—Advices re- 


ceived by Secretary Gresham from Sa- 
moa aro to the effect that affairs there 
havo reached a crisis and it, «iay be that 
the United States will again be obliged 
to intervene between the parties. Ever 
since the establishment of the tripartite 
protectorate over Samoa the islands 
hnvo I.een disturbed and the best efforts 
of tho n presentatives of the United 
States 
Grunt Britain and Ctermany 


have filled to improve the situation. 


First there was trouble growing out 


of alleged arbitrary acts of Cedar- 
krantz, tbe Swede, who was selected by 
the parties to the Berlin treaty as the 
clnet of tho Samoan land court. Then 
there was a financial tangle curiously 
like our own, resulting from the at- 
tempt of the German adviser ot the 
king to force the people to accept Ger- 
man thnlurs at a hxed rate; serious dis- 
content was shown at the excessive 
burden ot taxation, and finally rebel- 
lion has broken out. 


Matiuifa, who acted as king during 


King Maliotoa's enforced absence, pre- 
ceding the Berlin conference, has never 
admitted that he has ceased to bo km ' 
and taking up a strong position on one 
of the lesser lauds of the Samoa group 
has really maintained himself in the 
native regal style. He has always had 
numerous adherents, and of late the 
troubles that King Malietoa has en- 
countered in tho effort to govern his 
kingdom have driven many more of the 
inhabltaiits over to the side of JIataafa. 
This disaffection has become so serious 
m extent that Malietoa has felt it to bo 
necessary to crush out the aspirant for 
the throne and the advices received at 
the state department indicate that open 
warfare is now to begin. 


The United States, Great Britain and 


Germany have obligated themselves by 
tho treaty of Berlin to preserve tlw 
autonomy of the islands and to main- 
tain order and 
peace. 
Under this 


agieement it has been the custom for 
the three nations to tako turns in keep- 
ing a warshi'j at Apia, or in the -v-icini- 
ty and \\tfi,

broils, it? meats cooked with the flavor of 
the meats, not of tho tiresome and absurd 
fagot or bouquet of herbs, which disgusts 
with its e ndless superfluity. Let us imagine 
a dinner beginning with a boiled llsh—not a 
salmon, J or th.it is too rich for an elaborate 
dinner m.d is worthy of making a feast by 
itself,but.one- of theinnumerable American 
varieties, which aro delicious wheu plainly 
prepared 


"Then if you please, turkey, that nation- 


al bird which is to ho found nowhere else 
in such perfection; of tcrwaul terrapin and 
fried oy.iters—not the cold, clammy, un- 
cooked ones which fashion requues us to 
outrage an empty stomach with. Por 
game, eanvasback duck or Minnesota % en- 
hon. If any one must havo bsignets in 
the middle of liK meal, give him straight- 
out Aiiii'ricau griddle cakes, and not fee- 
ble imitation .>, although, all such interpo 
hit ion s i.re vandalisms, lor dinner should 
be dinner and dessert clefawrt. Th<.n for 
tho latter have something satisfying to the 
natural longirg for sweel b—no g iteaux v.v- 
rics, dried up lakelets, but a pumpkin or 
mince pie or one of tho innumerable pud 
ding's th it are puddings—plum or baltei 01 
cabinet dr Indian. 


"Tho ;.uditioitb that may be mtide to tins 


list are too numerous to mention. Thin 
thev, mcri that; take the prizes at ihei'x 
positions held in the capitals of :,11 Europe. 
but whi< h are neglected at home, the vint- 
ages of California, tlfo rich, full, fruity, ml 
and whi ;c «int-s, not the wretched thin viri 
ordinaire, logwood and vinegar, continual 
ly served to ua under various appellations, 
and winding np with a good clas-> of digest- 
ive old lourbon. or ryo whi.sky."

of the charmer, and I lemcmtar that the 
Holland socJHy could get few original 
Dutch dishes to celebrate their first din- 
ner." 


It would bu difficult to findftruoic em- 


phatic di-'-cnt from these ideas than was 
presented by Mr. Kichard A, McCimly, the 
presidert of tho .Mutual Life Insurance 
compan y", when he was asked if a man 
could not live as well in New York as 
any- 


where e.se on earth. 


"Certainly not," ho said, "because the 


American people have eliminated the onion 
and the soupcon of garlic, which are almost 
universal in true French cooking. I do not 
Bpoak of the sweets now, of course, but 
from tha merest suspicion of onions in the 
soup to the composition of the salad those 
flavors prevail in French and Italian cook- 
ery. 


"Again, where in New York, unless you 


go to a French restaurant, can you get a 
salad with ft delicately chopped bit o£ cher- 
vil in it as is universal on the continent? 
"Why, an American salad to n. person just 
home from the other side looks absolutely 
naked. It is almost Indecent. If you want 
French cookAsg as nearly cornet as may 
be in Ni*w York, go to tome unpretending 
table d hote or to some basement cafe in 
the French quarter. If you get back alive, 
you will have dined. It is true that a yood 
many of onr rich men ha~vo imported 
French chefs ami pay them enormous 
wages, "but when they set one over here tlm 
first thing they do is to give him instruc- 
tions to conform to American tastes, and 
what can the poor chef do? He has to obey 
orders, and he has to cook to suit American 
palates " 


Russell Sago docs not keep u French 


cii2f. There *re people who tay licit he 


would not bo likely to do so even if he liked 
French cookery, which ho does not. Ke is 
one of the few biiainess men in New York 
who dirts in tho middle of the day, though 
he calls his dinner a luncheon, and when 
the average New Yorker is diniug ho in- 
dulges in something at homo which is 
"high tea," unless he i& entertaining guests. 
In that case it becomes a suro enough din- 
ner. 


He breakfasts early, 7:30 or Sa. m., and. 


very simply, the meal consisting of n steak 
or chop-*, a. baked potato, a roll and a-dish 
of wbeaten grits. O£ the lost disk ho is 
especla" ly f ond, find ho says that ho eats it 
SG5 mornings in the year and that it always 
agrees ivith him. "I eat," he says "what 
agrees with mo and do without what does 
not. Six months in the year I havo baked 
or siew;d apples for breakfast. I am fond 
of frnifc and find it beneficial to me." 


Mr. feage's luncheon or dinner almost in- 


variably consista of n, cnt ot toast meat, 
either beef or lamb, with bread and butter 
and fruit, and claret if it be summer or tea 
if it bs ivinter. Ho drinks coffee at break- 
fast and ten with the evening meal. Claret 
he does nob car^j for excepting; in warm 
weather, but when it is cool he takes a ta- 
blespixmfal of bourbon whisky in water 
immediately after breakfast, declaring thai- 
it is a fij-st rato toufc. 


His "tea" is almost; liko the other two 


meals, consisting, as a rule, of steak, chop'. 
or "broiled chicken, with the us.ual accom- 
paniments of potatoes and bread, though 
he jspn^otimes taJcr-H biscuit^ Jlelajuir-

even at second rate restaurants, yet they 
are always pretentious and sometimes « ell 
cooked. 


>Mr. Depew, however, is rather a plain 
liver, though not so plain a one as Mr. 
Sage. Ho says, "If a man cannoti deny 
himself ub u banquet, he 1ms no business to 
go to one." And accordingly ho selects 
from his menu a simple dinner and eats 
only \vbnt he has selected, though of course 
the entire series cf courses is served to him 


This dinner, though simple bycompari 


eon, is really a somewhat elaborate repast, 
but nothing is included in it which he 
deems injurious to his health. He Cbcbeu s 
all pastry and all ices, but cats freely of 
meat and vegetables.

to dine at 1 o'clock instead of 0 or 7. "ll^ 
breakfast consists of a steak or chop, n 
baked potato, bread and butter and tea. 
His dinner is almost invariably n piece of 
roast beef, with bread and butter and veqt- 
tables and weak tea. His snppcr is of col 1 
meats, bread and buti er and tea. Ho HCVCJ 
drinks coffee. Ho is extremely fond of 
fresh vegetables and fiats almost all kinds 
In season, but his favorite is the tomato 
Potatoes ho always wants baked. 


Mr. lIuntinKton saj's that he believe.-, n 


person ought to eat whatever suits his ,-v> 
petite, but that ho ought to be able to wit 
isfy himself with whatever ho may bo ahh 
to get. "I pity the man," he said, uvi ho is 
constantly busying himself with thir.khm 
about whit ho shall get to eat."

Sweets of all kinds he avoids carefully, 
having indeed little tasto for them and be 
licving them to be injurious to him.

His had no 1;tsU 
forwino or liquor and never indulged in 
it, though if ho were in company where hU 
refusal to do so would be conspicions ht 
would raise bis glass to bis lips and set n 
down with the contents uutnsted. BL said 
or.co when questioned by a friend astuhi 
habits of living: "X hara been accu&tOTiuil 
ever since I was a boy to plain, wholesonu 
living, aud I attribute my uniformly good 
health to that fact autl to my regular habit s. 
X hare my ills and nchcs like almost; all 
other men, but I am free from b[jelK of 
sickness." This was about two years hu 
foro Mr. Vanderbilt died.

ST. MARYS, 0 , June l"j—Quite a num- 


ber of leading business men met at tbe 
mayor's ofGce to talk over tht; matter 
of the extension of the L. E A W, railroad 
from Minster to Piiftia, Col. Kjimberfrer 
was elected as chairman of th" meeting, I) 
W. Jay, secretary. Mr. P. K Graf, ol 
Lima, representing the railroad company, 
came down for the purpose of explaining 
the situation to our people, and with a view 
oi learning if St, Marys is willing to en- 
courage and aid the enterprise. 


After the situation was made clear by 


Mr. Grnf it was decided by a uuanimonq 
vote of thobe present that they would do ull 
in their power to aid the extension, ond 
Mr. Graf promised to go over the entire 
line from 1'iqna lo New Bremen and get an 
exact statement of the provable cost of he- 
curing the right-of-way and repot t what 
will be required from Ht. Mfirye. A joint 
meeting of the people interested along the 
entire line will probably ba held :U Kt. 
Marys within a Jew dayb, at which time it 
is expected the work will tale a definite 
shape. 


The Piqua people have already been at 


work, hut they have been unsuccessful in 
securing money to pay the entire expense 
of right-of-way and terminals and say that 
if the towns along the line do not come to 
their assistance the project •vull bo aban- 
doned. This extension is of ^ar greater im- 
portance than our people probably realize, 
for it is in fact not only an extension of the 
Minster branch atone, but it will undoubt- 
edly result in a through North and South 
road soon if this gap is closed tip. As is 
well known by many of our people the Ives 
yndicate now controls the Ohio Southern. 
A line of this svstem will soon be built from 
Ipringfield north to Lima, thence into To- 
edo. 


A second line from Springfield to Piqua, 


thence north via St. Marys lo Delphos, 
where it would strike the Clover Leaf, 
seems to ba a very feasible project and 
would make a good road that would he^ 
powerful opposition to the C. TI. & D.' 
ffhicb seems to be the object of the Ives 
people. At the meeting, Mr. Althousen, 
*hile not desiring to oppose the expressed 
sentiment towards aiding theMinsler-Piqua 
woject, said that if the people south of us 
ironld secure this work he thought tbe St. 
Mary's people would guarantee the right-of- 
way between this place and Spencerville. 
Mr. Graf promised to submit the prop?si- 
iton when ho returned to Luna, and it will 
probably come up for further discussion 
when tho joint meeting is held here.
